COTTON 


T he average co tton p roduction in the S outh is figured 
at-about one bale to every tw o and a hall or three acres. 
Each year, however, there is a rapidly increasing n u m b er 
of live, up-to-date farm ers, w ho are reversing this ratio, 
and m a k in g from tw o and one half to three bales on one 
acre. 


T here is no secret a b o u t how they do it. E xam ine each 
yield out of the ordinary, and you will find the follow ing 
conditions back of it.

PREPARING THE SOIL 
1 he tap root of the cotton m u st go deep into the 
ground. Give it all the assistance you can w hen p rep arin g 
the soil. If you do this, you surely lay the fou n datio n for 
a good crop, by failing to do so, you c an n o t obtain a m a x i­ 
m u m y ield, no m a tte r how th o ro u g h is y o u r cultivation. 


You should begin this preparatio n of the soil so as to 
enable yo u to p lan t the seed at the earliest practicable 
date. T he first breaking, th erefo re should be done in the 
early winter, so that the soil will be exposed to the changes 
in tem p eratu re, frosts, etc. W h ere the land to be prepared 
h as just g ro w n a crop of c^rn or sm all grain and cow* 
peas, the p low ing m ay be in rath e r n a rro w lands, using a 
tw o horse tu rn plow, ru n n in g the lands, w here practical, 
at right angles to the direction you intend to ripo the co t­ 
ton rows. T he plow ing w ith tw o horse turner, or disc plow' 
should be m o d era te ly deep. Shallow soils should be g r a d ­ 
ually deepened each year until a d epth of eight to ten 
inches is reached. 


A center or bedding furrow should be run w ith a good 
shovel, laying the furrow s 011 a level and from three to 
three and one-half feet apart 011 ordinary uplan d s O n this 
class of land fertilized to yield three-fourths to one bale 
per acre, each p lant should have about three square feet. 
This will m ea n abo u t l4,5oo p lan ts per acre. O f course 
the b etter the soil, or the greater the possible or expected 
yield, the g reater should be the area allotted to each plant. 
O n land from which a \ ield from one to one and a hall 
bales per acre would be a reasonable expectation, the area 
to each p lan t m ay be four and a half square feet, or ab o ut 
cL7oo p lan ts per acre.O n soils very rich in am m o nia, 
which produces an excessive g ro w th of weeds, it m ay be 
fo un d best to give a g rea ter area th an this to each plant, 
T he nearer the plan ts approach a square the g rea ter will 
be the yield of the crop. E x p erim e n t seem s to indicate that 
row s should be a little b roader and the plants closer in the 
row to prevent the developm ent of too m any branches 
that do not bear fruit. 


FERTILIZATION. 
T he grade ol fertilizer to be used will depen d upon the 
ch aracter ol y o u r soil. If soil natu rally grow s a stunted 
stalk, a high g rad e a m m o n iated goods should be used. If 
the stalk is n a tu rally vigorous and of good size, but poorly 
fruited, a high grade acid and potash fertilizer is needed. 
S a n d y soils especially lack phosphate and unless this is 
added the crops will m atu re very slowly. 


You are fam iliar with the soil y o u are cultivating and 
are in a better position to tell its needs than any o ne else. 
Rem em ber, y o u r object is to grow trees of cotton if vou 
can, S O L O N G AS IT IS HEA V ILY F R U IT E D AN D 
T H IS F R U IT C A R R IE D T O M A T U R IT Y , and you can 
o nly do this by a liberal use of properly balanced ferti­ 
lizers. T o such a slow m atu rin g plant as co tto n it is grave 
m istake to apply shortly before, or at the tim e of p la n t­ 
ing. a small q u a n tity of fertilizer and expect the crop to 
forage for itself for the rem ainder of its grow th. 


This is certainly ‘penny wise and pound foolish'. O n 
a n y ordinary soil six hu n dred pounds of a good,, high 
grade fertilizer can be used with safety. O n a great m a n y 
soils in the cotton belt one thousand pounds per acre can 
be used to the greatest adv an tage and profit. T h e p roper 
use of fertilizers should not be considered an expense but 
an investm ent, and if the rate oTinterest or gain from the 
use of tw o h u n d red p o unds of fertilizer per acre is satis­ 
factory to vou, the use of four h u n d red p o u nd s would be 
m ore satisfactory, because the interest or gain would be 
m ore, and this a m o u n t can be increased with profit to the 
limit ol y o u r soil’s capacity to properly incorporate the 
fertilizer. 


Bear in m ind th a t it costs 110 m ore to cultivate a well 
fertilized are th a n a poorly fertilized one and that a high 
grade, properly balanced fertilizer alw ays pays for itself 
a n d leaves a h an d so m e profit over. 


A n o th e r thing: You have seen y o u r cofton the latter 
p art of Jun e, say, w hen it looked as if y o u w ould m ake 
tw o or three bales to the acre but a little later it began to 
shed and the squares th at represented each so much of 
y ou r time, labor and m o n e y dropped off until about one 
in five rem ained to m ake a perfect boll Suppose you could 
m ak e the plant hold TW O out of five. T h a t doubles y o u r 
crop. Y O l (TAN D O BET T ER ST IL L. Suppose that you 
have applied the usual 2oo to 25o p ou n ds per acre at or 
shortly before planting. This starts the plant off with a 
vigorous g ro w th an d about the latter part of Ju n e or first 
of July it begins to take on fruit, but by this tim e the food 
supplied is almost exhausted, and through the wisdom of 
nature, the plant will hold only as m a n y squares as it can 
m atu re, unless additional food is furnished. It is at this 
period th at y o u can apply m ore fertilizer, an o th e r 25o to 
Too p o u nd s per acre. This practice has been tested time 
after time and is now the accepted m etho d where large 
yields are m ad e and cotton g row ing has been m ade a 
profitable business.
